Cornwallis."  Col.  Fitzhugh  was  a  member  of  Washington's 
staff  and  host  to  Lord  Cornwallis  following  upon  his  sur- 
render at  Yorktown.  Jane  Teller,  Inc.,  state  that  this  table 
was  removed  from  the  Fitzhugh  Mansion  during  the  Civil 
War  by  a  Major  in  the  United  States  Army,  who  died  in 
New  York  some  years  ago,  and  the  table,  together  with  some 
other  pieces,  was  bought  from  his  grand-daughter  who  came 
from  California  to  settle  his  estate.  When  found,  the  table 
was  painted  black,  and  it  was  when  the  paint  was  removed 
that  the  presentation  tablet  was  discovered.  Upon  making 
this  discovery,  the  present  owner  notified  the  late  General 
Fitzhugh,  then  living  in  Pittsburgh,  who  promised  to  come 
and  see  the  table,  but  he  passed  away  before  being  able  to  do 
so.  The  presence  of  the  tablet  proves  that  the  table  was 
regarded  with  considerable  importance  by  the  former  owners, 
pointing  irresistibly  to  the  possibility  that  upon  this  table  the 
historic  document  of  capitulation  was  signed.
